Coast Guardsmen Rescue 
Injured Soviet Seaman 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) -Seven 
Coast Guardmen risked their lives 
in 
hazardous 
low-level 
flight 
through the Aleutian Islands last 
Saturday to rescue a Soviet sea­ 
man. the Coast Guard reported 
today 


The mercy mission was set in 
motion by an urgent cry for help 
from the Soviet motorship Bditel- 
ny, A seaman. Bons Kozm. had 
become trapped between a small 
boat and a trawler. His chest was 
crushed and his skuU fractured 
Coast Guard rescue centers at 
Kodiak and Juneau. Alaska, quick­ 
ly cleared the ship to enter Ameri­ 
can waters and advised it to set 
course for St. Paul Island, in the 
middle of the Bering Sea. A Coast 
Guard amphibian plane piloted by 
Ll. Cmdr. John Redfield set out 
to rendezvous with the vessel at 


St. Paul, carrying a Navy doctor. 
L r Pierre Slightam, and a hospi­ 
tal corpsman. 
When the Bditelny arrived, the 
patient was taken to the Coast 
Guard station on the island and 
Slightam performed an emergency 
operation aided by Dr. Hugh Wat­ 
er of thc U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice. head of the Alaska native hos­ 
pital at St. Paul. 
When the operation was com­ 
pleted. 
Slightam 
recommended 
immediate evacuation to Anchor­ 
age The man s injuries required 
that his body be kept as close to 
normal sea-ievel pressure as pos­ 
sible. Since no pressurized air­ 
craft were quickly available the 
patient was loaded aboard the 
two-engine amphibian for an 800- 
mile night flight to Elmendorf Air 
Force Base with the plane flying 
at little more than wave-top alti­ 
tude

50 Men May 
Be Laid Off 
At Mount Clare 


BALTIM O RE f AP) - Some 50 
men may be laid off at the Balti­ 
more and Ohio Railroad’s Mount 
Clare yards as a the result of a 
spectacular 12-alarm blaze Thurs­ 
day night which ravaged several 
buildings there. 
Damage to the historic yard, 
established in 1932. could not be 
estimated, but officials speculated 
it would mount well into the mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Some IOO workers normally are 
employed at the central Baltimore 
yard, which repairs trains and lo­ 
comotives. All were sent home 
Friday, but railroad officials said 
they hoped to have at least 50 
back on the job Monday. 
The first alarm was turned in 
at 
10:30 
p. 
rn. 
Thursday 
by 
an unidentified man. Within 30 
minutes, ll other alarms had been 
sounded. 
Flames shot high in the air as 
firemen battled furiously to keep 
the fire from spreading to nearby 
row houses, a B&O paint shop and 
diesel fuel. 
At the height of the blaze, the 
corrugated 
metal 
roof 
which 
spanned 
the 
three-hlock 
long 
building where the fire central- j 
ized, caved in with a tremendous 
“ Whoosh", 
sending 
showers 
of 
sparks to neighboring roofs. Fire­ 
men were able to extinguish a 
number of minor .oof fires be­ 
fore they could do extensive dam­ 
age or cause a major conflagra­ 
tion. 
Fire fighting was aided by the 
fact that the yards are ringed with 
brick buildings and high brick 
fences. Since the fire was confined 
to several buildings in the heart 
of the yards, spectators could not 
get close enough to hinder fire­ 
men. 
Every available policeman in 
Baltimore 
was

scene, however, and detectives, 
their badges glistening on the out­ 
side of their topcoats, 
worked 
hand-in-hand with uniformed pa­ 
trolmen keeping hose lines clear 
and directing traffic. 
Firemen were able to save the 
historic museum housed at the 
yard and the priceless collection 
of early locomotives and equip­ 
ment it contains.

Hole To China 


While men work feverishly to acquire first­ 
hand knowledge of the composition of the moon, 
a small group of scientists of the National 
Science Foundation is approaching the day when 
it will bring from the bowels of the earth a 
handful of the soil men on the moon may expect 
to find. 
A better understanding of our solar system 
and its physical composition is but one reason 
for Project Mohole. Mohole is the $50 million 
undertaking financed by the Science Foundation 
to drill a hole several miles into the earth’s 
interior in search of some fundamental knowl­ 
edge of this planet's origin and its evolution. 
Strangely, more is known about the 240,000- 
mile distant moon than is known about the sub­ 
stance a mile or two under our feet. 
Pre­ 
liminary drilling through ocean floors last year 
proved the feasibility of a deeper probe, al­ 
though it may take from three to seven years 
to reach the ultimate depth possible. 
Many sciences from seismology to astrology 
have joined to form the “grand-scale hypothe­ 
sis” generally accepted as the history of our 
solar system and its physical composition. 
It 
literally may be said, however, that only the 
surface has been scratched in substantiation of 
this hypothesis, Even with man’s limited knowl­ 
edge of his environment, he has produced some 
evidence which seems contradictory to his 
hypothesis. 
Only by digging beneath the outer crust of 
this planet, three miles deep at its shallowest 
point beneath the oceans, can the mysteries of 
ocean formation, mineral creation and radiated 
heat which provides the oceans with great 
warmth and the very beginning of life itself be 
more fully understood. Since so much of what 
man knows about himself and does to improve 
his lot depends upon basic knowledge of his 
universe, Mohole would appear to be a long 
overdue hole to China.

The Irish Festivity 


For m any years, I have attended the annual dinner 
of Friendly Sons of St. P atrick, the principal Irish 
B ev en t of New York City U sually, I go with Jim F arley, 
who still signs his name with green ink. Tho Society 
is 178 years old which takes it hack to shortly after 
the A m erican Revolution. The occasion is fam ous for 
old-time oratory — the kind for which the Irish are 
particularly fam ous — although there are few these 
days of the quality of Bourke Cockran or Joe Scort 
who could m ake any audience weep over his poor 
Irish m other. 
The Irish believe that they are difficult to under­ 
stand wrhich alw ays strikes one who has not a drop 
Of Irish blood in his veins as an Irish paradox of which 
George B ernard Shaw would lie guilty, for every Irish­ 
m an w ears his loves and his sorrows on his sleeve. 
The fact is that the Irish find it easy to he political 
and he it rem em bered that the Chief Rabbi of Israel, 
Dr. Herzog, when he lived, w as an Irishm an, whose 
brogue was the real thing as Mike Quill’s is not. And 
while the Mayor of Dublin is a Jew , it is am azing 
how- these two races of m an m anage to be such politi­ 
cal partners in the am azing m etropolis of this won­ 
derful country. 
It Is often forgotten that the fathers of Irish 
freedom. Charles Parnell and Douglas Hyde, were 
Protestants, hut the Irish prefer not to discuss 
such minor issues. As Senator Eugene McCarthy 
of Minnesota, in a brilliant oration that carried 
with it the perfume of the peat hogs, said: an Irish­ 
man has five great loves: love of country,! of re­ 
ligion. of learning, of political freedom, of poetry 
and song. 
Senator Eugene M cCarthy is a Dem ocrat of the 
liberal persuasion, unlike the other M cCarthy, who w as 
a Republican of conservative persuasion. But both, 
each in his way, could find these categories of affection. 
Joe is dead but surely not forgotten by friend or foe, 
of w-hom there wfere and are m any of both kinds, but 
Eugene is am ong us and is characteristic of the new 
kind of Senator, the scholar who com es into our na­ 
tional legislature out of teaching in school and college.

“ Landless clans, the agents of error, the oppres­ 
sors of truth. 
“ I hate him who respects not father or m other, 
those who m ake strife am ong friends. 
“ A country in anarchy, lost learning, and uncertain 
boumh ies, 
“ I hate journey* withe ut .safety, fam ilies without 
virtue, lawsuits without reason. 
“ Ambushes and treasons, faults in counsel and 
justice unhonored 
“ I hate a man without a trade, a laborer without 
fiefdom , a "ociety without freedom , a society without 
leachers a false witness before a judge, the undeserv­ 
ing exalted to high position.

The Constitution: Amend It Or Bypass It? 


WASHINGTON - T here’s a ten­ 
dency nowadays in governm ental 
circles, particularly 
among 
the 
younger and m ore im patient “lib­ 
erals," to ignore the Constitution 
and to find some way of “ getting 
around" the document 
The Sen­ 
ate today is struggling with the 
question of w hether to am end the 
Constitution or bypass it. One fac­ 
tion seeks by m ere passage of a 
law- to abolish the poll tax and 
other qualifications set up by the 
states as a basis for eligibility to 
vote, while another faction feels 
this should be done only by a con­ 
stitutional am endm ent subm itted 
to the states for ratification. 
The Constitution itself, however, 
Is specific on the rights of the 
states to stipulate their own tests 
of eligibility for voUng, and the 
change really can be m ade only 
by constitutional am endm ent. In 
Article I, Section 2, the docum ent 
says: 


“ The House of R epresentatives 
shall be composed of m em bers 
chosen every second year by the 
people of the several states and 
the electors in each state shall 
have the qualifications requisite 
for electors of the most num erous 
branch of the state legislature.” 
It is interesting to note that, 
when the Seventeenth Amendment 
w as proclaim ed in 1913 to perm it 
direct election of United States 
Senators by the voters instead of 
by 
the state 
legislatures, 
the 
sam e language as in the original 
Constitution was used to specify 
that the qualiflea’ions of “elec­ 
to rs’’ or voters in Senatorial elec­ 
tions would have to be the sam e 
as 
those for the “ m ost num er­ 
ous branch of the state legisla­ 
tu re.” 
This clearly 
m eans 
that 
the 
states today are the final judges 
of 
what the 
qualifications for 
eligibility to 
vote shall be, as 
long as these are uniform ly ap­ 
plied. 
There is a clause in the orig­ 
inal Constitution which says that 
“ the times, places, and m anner 
of holding elections for Senators 
and 
R epresentatives, 
shall 
be

prescribed in each state by the 
legislature thereof." The sam e a r­ 
ticle gives Congress the power to 
“ m ake or alter such regulations, 
except as to the places of choosing 
Senators.” This has never been 
construed judicially, however, to 
m ean that Congress has any auth­ 
ority over voter qualifications. It 
concerns solely the tim e, place 
and m anner — the m echanical 
process — of conducting elections, 
such as the setting of the date 
for national elections or provid­ 
ing that election of m em bers of 
the 
House 
of 
R epresentatives 
should be by “districts.” 
This has long been recognized 
by Congress itself, which, when 
desirous 
of elim inating 
certain 


form s of discrim ination 
in 
the 
qualifying of voters, has twice 
passed constitutional am endm ents 
and subm itted them to the states 
for ratification. Thus the Fifteenth 
A m endm ent says: 
“ The 
right 
of citizens 
of the 
United States to vote shall not be 
denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account 
of race, color, or previous con­ 
dition of servitude." 
Again, the Nineteenth Amend­ 
m ent to the Constitution, as pro­ 
claim ed in 1920, reads as follows: 
“ The right 
of citizens of the 
United 
States to vote shall

be denied or abridged

United States or by any state on 
account of sex .”

reason of any discrim ination. But 
the court also has held that a 
state m ay 
specify alm ost 
any 
qualifications for voting, such as 
education or literacy tests or pro­ 
perty taxes, as long as these a ie 
equally applied. 
There is, therefore, plenty of 
law and constitutional authority 
to get at any real discrim ination. 
The poll tax, it has been contend­ 
ed. is in itself a form of dis­ 
crim ination. but this cannot be 
persuasively argued because per­ 
sons irrespective of race or color 
have paid the poll tax and have 
been perm itted to vote. 
A m ajor issue eventually could 
arise out of another kind of “ dis­ 
crim ination” 
against 
the 
large 
num ber of citizens who can read 
and w rite and have some sense 
of responsibility about the use of 
their tax money. They could find 
that the balance of power in a 
Senatorial or Congressional con­ 
test is held by a m inority of il­ 
literates who might be reachable 
through various form s of favor 
given or prom ised in order to win 
their support. 
To open the polls, therefore, to 
everybody, 
including 
illiterate 
persons and those with a crim i­ 
nal record, and to take aw ay from 
the citizens of a state the right 
to set the age for eligibility and 
other qualifications is to intro­ 
duce a form of so-called “dem oc­ 
rac y ’’ which our forefathers nev­ 
e r contem plated. If the people, 
however, by constitutional am end­ 
m ent, wish to change all this and 
let everybody vote, then there can 
be no legal objection. What is real­ 
ly the source of much criticism is 
the attitude of those who say the 
Constitution 
and 
its method of 
am endm ent are outworn or out­ 
dated and should be bypassed.

The prosjiects of Peron retu rn ­ 
ing to power in A rgentina are 
exactly nil.
